But the Arabs would first have to 


recognise Israel as she now is and not.

Moreover, 
the Arab refugees would have to be 
resettled with the co-operation of the 
Atab States, and the Arabs would 
have to accept payment from fsrael 
as compensation for abandoned land 
and property,

London Synagogue), moved _ the 
reference back of the paragraph in 
the report which dealt with the Con- 
ference of Jewish Organisations, ~ in 
order,” he said, “to resume the 
argument.” He charged “the Hon. 
Officers of the Board with not know- 
ing in what direction they were going, 
and criticised thé Rome Conference 
first on the grounds that it had 
excluded, for ideological reasons, cer-

If we are going into the new organt- 
sation on the lines of creating a 
permanent international Jewish 
body.” he warned his hearers, “ the 
Board would. be submerged or 
affiliated.” The only future for the 
Board of Deputies was in preserving 
its independence. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. 
S. G. pa Costa (Spanish and Portu- 
guese) who wunted to know-—as had 
Mr. M. (Huddersfield) 
before him——whether it was true that 


it was. the Board that insisted that 


the Anglo-Jewish Association be kept 
out of the Rome Conference. 


The President intervened in the. 


debate with a recital of correspon- 
dence over a period of years, from 
1955 onwards, to prove that from 
the very beginning it had been laid 
down as a. principle of the new 
organisation—and accepted by the 
Board—that communities. which 
possessed a representative body would 
be represented by that body only.

Lecture Criticised 


The report of the Finance Com- 
mittee, presented by the Board's 
Treasurer, Mr. F. M. LANDAU 
(United Svnagogue), mentioned the 
annual grant of £5 to the Jewish Book 
Council. This reference was seized 
upon by Dr. J. Braupe (Hendon Adath 
Yisroel) to criticise the Council “for 
a grave error of judgment” in having 
arranged the lecture by Dr. Tf. 
Deutscher [reported in last week's 
issue}. He described Dr. Deutscher’s 
conception as one which was directed 
against Judaism, Jewish culture, and 
the. Jewish State. 
Introducing the report of the Law, 
Parliamentary, and Foreign Affairs 
Committee. its Chairman, Mr. R. 
LIEBERMAN (Brighton and Hove), said 
that the amendment to the Slaughter- 


houses Bill which had been tabled in. 


Parliament would prohibit: their use 
on Sundays. No principle with regard 
to shechita was involved, he stated, 
and if passed the amendment would 
affect only Birkenhead.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


DESIRE TO SERVE 


HE Scriptural description of 
_ the erection of the sanctuary 
in the wilderness and the 
requirements of the structure given 
in all their detail prompt the 
present-day reader to picture to 
himself a lavish building and call 
forth a mental association with the 
archetype. of the ‘cathedral syna- 
gogue. As one reads these chap- 
ters one’s mind wanders away from 
the equipment required for 
Sacrifices and one concentrates on 
the “ gold, the silver and the brass, 
the blue, the purple, and scarlet.” 
One attempts to find modern 
equivalents. for the altar, the table 
of shewbread, the candlestick, and 
the ark in order to possess a sense 
of continuity in formal and public 
worship. | | 
In giving priority of considera- 


. tion to the outward symbol we are 
prompted by the desire to express 


a natural piety, for the concept of 
“the beauty of holiness” makes 
its own appeal to our higher 
senses. The rabbis wisely stressed 
that an essential requirement for 
observance is  Hiddur 
Mitzvah, the beautification of the 
réligious act, for the. additional 
effort expended in clothing a ritual 


‘act in beauty is itself a glorification 
God. 3 


That the first sanctuary should 
have been constructed from. the 
choicest materials need arouse no 
wonder, nor need we be surprised 
that Bezalel, the master craftsman, 
skilled in the art of fashioning in 
precious. metals, wood, and fine 
cloth, should have been selected for 
this task. : | 


DESPITE the impressiveness of 
_ that first sanctuary and of the 
Temples. which. succeeded: if. and 
even despite the lavish structures 


which in the passing centuries have 


drawn. their. inspiration from. the 
original prototype, one is disturbed 
by a sense of uneasiness. The pur- 
pose of these buildings was to make 
Judaism a living reality. But did 
they. achieve it, and do. their

modern. counterparts succeed: in 
gaining this objective ? In anti- 
quity was it the Temple with its 
attractive equipment and elaborate 
ceremonial alone which left the 
deepest impress?

times is it the well-constructed and 


highly decorative synagogue with 
multi-coloured marble and ingeni- 
ously designed. windows which 
inspires religious fervour ?: 

Alas, many of these attractive

Commemoration Scheme Adopted

years ago, Was wound up at a meeting of the Counc;| 
at Woburn House, London, on Thursday, with the 
adoption of a commemoration scheme for the

The scheme, which is to last an indefinite period, 


is to be financed from the Tercentenary Commemo.- 


‘ration Fund and administered by its Trustees. 


The other principal 


object of the Fund, to establish readerships or lectureships in Jewish 
studies at British universities, was abandoned in view of the poor response 


to the appeal for £200,000. 


Only about £60,000 would be ulti- 
mately available to the trustees, of 
which nearly £27,000 had yet to be 
collected under seven- to ten-year 
covenants, 

The Hon. Ewen E. S. Montagu, 
Q.C., the Joint Chairman, who 
presided, reported that during the 
celebrations of the Tercentenary. in 


1956 eleven events had been held in 


London under the auspices of the 
Council. 

Recalling the presentation of a 
copy of the catalogue of the Anglo- 
Jewish Exhibition of Art and History 
to the Queen, who was Patron of the 


Council, Mr. Montagu stated that the 


Queen had accepted a copy of 
the Council's commemorative Volume, 

‘Three Hundred Years” (published 
by Vallentine, Mitchell), for the 
Windsor C astle Collection. 


For Posterity

intention of the Council to assemble 
and preserve for posterity the: records 
of the Tercentenary, and he agreed 
to suggestions ‘made by.

Association, Mr. R. N. Carvalho, at the annual meeting of the A.J.A. 


held at 33 Seymour Place, W., on Monday. pT 
The Chief Rabbi also expressed some strong views about international 
organisations, which, in giving aid to Jewish communities, “tell them 


_ how to run their affairs.” 


Addressing his remarks to those organisations in America which have 


Jarge funds set aside to help European 


Jews, Dr. Brodie said: “If any: aid 
is given, it should be without strings. 
These communities are endeavouring 
to continue their traditional way of 
running their affairs. They are 
entitled to every possible aid, but it 
must be without strings. I think | am 
echoing the attitude of the A.J.A.” 

Mr. Carvalho, speaking about the 
Claims. Conference, said that he 
regarded it “as a supreme example 
of successful international Jewish ¢co- 
operation of the right kind—ad hoc 
co-operation for a particular object 
the participants combine 
for a specific purpose while maintain- 


jing their. separate identities and com- 


plete freedom of action on all other 
matters.

Referring. to the Conference of 
Jewish Organisations in Rome, the 
President said that Dr. Goldmann had 
hitherto, -principaliy. through _ the 
World Jewish Congress, made efforts 
to weld Diaspora Jewry into. a col- 
lective unity which would function 
through one body with officers and 
officials... | 

“We in the A.A.” he. stated, 
“have always strongly. opposed such 
a view of the claims and activities on 
behalf: of. so-called ‘World Jewry’ 
which it involves. l-am glad to say 
that the Anglo-Jewish community as 


such has always refused to be a 
party. to such.a concept, and the 


Board -of Deputies has in the past 


refused to become affiliated to the 
WC. -As you know,. the W.I.C., 
which has: undoubtedly done much 
useful . work, has not absorbed ail 
the political bodies in the three major 
Jewish communities in the West, 
where it is simply one of the many.

good in trying to go ‘beyond limited 
but attainable objectives.

LECTURE 
Dayan Swift's Criticism

Dr. Isaac Deutscher’s lecture during 
the recent Jewish Book Week, “ The 
‘Non-Jewish’ Jew in Modern 
Thought,” in which he dealt with 
the “limitations of Jewry” and with 
the ideal of a “ universal man,” was 
described on Tuesday by Dayan M. 
Swift as “ A blot on the Week.”

“Tolerance and Intolerance in Jewish

Tolerance and freedom had to be 
defined clearly, said Dayan Swift. 
Tolerance meant the right of every 
man to think for himself, and free- 
dom meant to be free in oneself, to 
be governed by the law of spirit. 

He asked the gathering to. imagine 
what would have happened to the 
Jews had they indulged in so-called 
freedom and followed the customs and 
practices of the countries they had 
lived in. through the centuries, and 
what would have happened had. they 
followed those who repudiated the 
word of God.

AIDING POLISH REPATRIATES 
Refugee Fund Revived — 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The revived Polish Jewish Refugee 
Fund in this country has undertaken 
a limited programme of assistance to 
Jews who have _ recently 
repatriated from the Soviet Union to 
Poland, It is being carried out within 
the general relief campaign of the 
American Joint Distribution Commit- 
tee and in co-operation with the 
Central Committee of Jews in Poland, 
which was specially created there for 
that purpose. 

Initially the fund is te provide 100 
sewing and knitting machines to enable 
wives of the repatriates, who cannot 
leave their children and home duties 
for outside work, to help towards the 
maintenance of their families, and to 
take over the financial responsibility 
for the feeding of 200 children of 
Jewish repatriates at school. This 
number will gradually rise to 500. 
This will involve the Fund in an 
annual expenditure of at least £5,000, 
even taking into account the very 
favourable rates of exchange that 
had been granted by the Polish 
authorities for the sterling sent for 
relief work. : 

1 was told that a donation of only 
£10 would, at this special rate of 


‘exchange, enable a child to be fed 


at school for a year. | 

The details of the relief work by 
the Polish Jewish Refugee Fund were 
decided upon following a visit of its 
Treasurer, Mr. J. Shindler, to Poland 
and later in consultations in Paris 
between him and Dr. J. Machover, 
the Chairman of the Fund, with the 
leaders of the “ Joint.” 

Mr. Shindler had pointed out that 
not only was there need for other 
‘Jewries (apart from America) to help 

thousands of Jewish repatriates 
on purely charitable grounds by 
what was equally important, that relief

munities, and particularly the British 
Commonwealth, would give a tremen- 
dous uplift to the morale of those 
Jews who had gone through the 
horrors and deprivations of war and 
through many years of isolation from.

INDEMNIFICATION FEES 


Allegations Against Lawyers

BONN 
Investigations by the Federal 
Finance Ministry into certain practices 
concerning indemnification have dis- 
closed that 29 lawyers handling 
indemnification claims by victims of 
Nazism have demanded and received 
fees amounting jin some cases to. as 
mich as 25 per cent of the payments 


- eventually disbursed. 


The Ministry has sharply criticised 
the lawyers concerned and has 
declared that such exorbitant fees 
constitute a misuse of indemnification 
funds. 

Fourteen of the 29 law yers listed by 
the Ministry are living abroad. Some 
of them are co-operating closely with 
German lawyers or are even. main- 
tuining subsidiary offices in the 
Federal Republic. Among the lawyers 
involved is Dr, Otto Greve, the 
harman of the 
indemnification Committee and a 
prominent. member Of the Social 
Democrat Party. Herr. Jakob Diel, 
a Christian Democratic deputy, has 


alleged that Dr, Greve is dealing with . 


30.000 indemnification cases and that 
his fees amount to as much as 15 per 
cent of the actual payments.

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ENDANGERING 
RESTITUTION 


DISCUSSIONS on German resti- 
tution and compensation tend to 
take the larger issues for granted 
and instead to concentrate on a 
mass of. technical details. It has 
become: habitual to brush the 
subject aside as .a matter for 
experts and claimants only. But 
it should never be. forgotten that 
the whole. concept of making 
financial restitution and compensa- 
tion to Jewish sufferers is a. great 
and novel one. Nazism, if the most 
virulent, was not the only enemy 
of Jewry. For centuries Jews have 
been pillaged, despoiled, and dis- 
possessed, but never before has an 
attempt been made on anything 
like the present scale to make some 
amends in: practical terms. 
But its very scale has made the 
-- programme a target for criticism 
in Germany. Those from whom 
the cancer of Nazism has not yet 
been excised look balefully at the 
payment of compensation. to the 
victims of the Nazis. _And there 
are some who, disclaiming any 
anti-Jewish bias, allege that these 
payments are too heavy a drain on 
the German economy. © Attacks 
come from time to time. from 
‘various sources and various 
guises. It will be remembered, 
particularly, that some months ago 
the former. German: .. Finance 
Minister,, Dr. Schaeffer, criticised 
the compensation programme on 
the ground that too much was being 
attempted in too short a_ time. 
Though himself not a Nazi,’ Dr. 
Schaeffer nevertheless. helped to 
make opposition to compensation 
it not 
been when advocated only by the 
neo-Nazis. 
A new campaign, referred to. in 
our news columns. this week, has 
been directed against lawyers who 
are said to be exacting exorbitant 
fees from claimants. Whether or 
not there -js -any. justification in 


these allegations, there can be little - 


doubt that a public campaign of 
this nature must be calculated to 


compromise “compensation as a 


whole: It may well be that some 
lawyers, German and foreign, 
Jewish and non-Jewish, are mis- 
using their position .of trust by 
making. exeessively high charges 
which ultimately have to be met 
by the. claimants. © Since. nearly 
muilhon claims have been 
subnmutted—not all by Jews but by 
Volksdeutsche also—it would, be 
remarkable if there were not some 
instances . of impropriety. But 
despite the fury. of the attack, there 
is no evidence of any widespread 
abuse of the system by lawyers or 
claimants... Those. who magnify 
isolated cases of irregularities are 
guilty of an attempt to undermine 
the programme as a whole. -If the 
charges afe made solely in the 


Interests of. justice and professional 


ethics, there is machinery available 
through the professional disesp- 
linary. bodies. in e€very country, 
which would be prepared to act 
were a prima facie case made out. 


A public campaign of this kind, 


based on slender evidence, must 
inevitably frustrate a humanitarian 
project, courageous in its concep- 
tion and beneficent in its operation.

The sense of relief now felt by 
the entire community will be in 
proportion to the tension that has 
persisted throughout so long a 
period. The problem seemed to 
grow ever more intractable, until 
at last an almost fatalistic sense of 
impending disaster appeared to 
overshadow the community. At 
last month’s meeting of the United 


Synagogue Council, Mr. Montagu 


announced that, as the Chief Rabbi 
still remained unwilling to agree 
to the moving into Woburn House 
of the Beth Din, the United Syna- 
gogue had given preliminary notices 
to its tenants there and was pro- 
ceeding with jts plans to sell the 
building. Nevertheless, even at that 
late hour, he said that he and the 


Hon. Officers were still in consulta- 


tion with the Chief Rabbi, trying 
to seek a satisfactory solution.

broadcasts. It is no secret that 
Moscow has for long voiced its dis- 
pleasure at the programmes, not 
merely because they were picked 
up and eagerly listened to by large 
numbers of Russian Jews, but also 


because of their content. Courage- — 


ously the Warsaw commentators 


often quoted from the works of. 


Yiddish writers who perished at 
Stalin’s orders. And it will be 
remembered that it was Warsaw 
Radio that first gave publicity to 
Stalin’s evil action against these 
writers. . Until now the Gomulka 
régime had resisted Soviet pressure 
to cease the Yiddish broadcasts and 
further isolate East. European 
But with Poland increas- 
ingly dependent on Soviet good will 
and economic aid,.1 appears that

It is difficult to understand why 
Jewish intellectuals in science, 
medicine, music, and the arts were 
not also imported into the. argument. 

But surely jt jis possible to. put 
up an equally strong case in. the 
opposite sense. The break-up of an 
empire into a number of small States 


may be just as beneficial to mankind 
as the existence of the former large 
State (cf, Israel, Ghana, possibly 
Tunisia,  ete;). Also the 
attributes of liberty and generosity as 


contrasted with repression and avarice 


are not to be found exclusively in 
Socialism on the one hand or in 
capitalism on the other. Oligarchic 
or totalitarian governments, whether 
capitalist. or Socialist in character, 


may equally set up perfectly legal 


facades for organised banditries. 


Only when national States, includ- 
ing America and Russia. are willing 
to surrender a substantial part of 
their sovereignty to a world govern- 
ment, in the same way as the indi- 
vidual surrenders part of his liberty 
in a national State, can one see any 
hope for the future of man. Such 
a doctrine calls for respect for tradi- 
tion and discipline. Dr. Deutscher’s 
panacea of “ universal emancipation,”

RESTITUTION 


DISCUSSIONS .on German resti- 
tution and compensation tend to 
take the larger issues for granted 
and instead to concentrate on a 
mass of technical details. It has 
become habitual to brush 
subject. aside as a matter for 
experts and claimants only. But 
it should never be forgotten that 
the whole concept. of making 
financial restitution and compensa- 
tion to Jewish sufferers is a great 
and novel one. Nazism, if the most 
virulent, was not the only enemy 
of Jewry. For centuries Jews have 
‘been pillaged, despoiled, and dis- 
possessed, but never before has an 
attempt been made on. anything 
like the present scale to make some 
amends in practical terms. 

But its very scale has made the 


programme ‘a target for criticism 


in Germany. Those from whom 
the cancer of Nazism has not. yet 
been excised look balefully at the 
payment of compensation to the 
victims of the Nazis. And there 
ate some who, disclaiming. any 
anti-Jewish bias, allege that these 
payments are too heavy a drain on 
the German economy. Attacks 
come from: time to time from 
various sources and in. various 
guises. It will be remembered, 
particularly, that some months ago 
the former. German Finance 
Minister, Dr. Schaeffer, criticised 
the compensation programme on 
the ground that too much was being 
attempted .in too short time. 
Though -himself not a Nazi, Dr. 
Schaetier nevertheless helped to 


make opposition to compensation 


respectable—something it had not 
been when advocated only by th 
neo-Nazis. 

A new campaign. referred to jn 
our filews columns this week, has 
been directed against lawyers who 


are said to be exacting exorbitant 


fees from claimants. . Whether or 
not there jis any justification in 
these allegations, there can be little 
doubt that a puble campaign: of 


this nature must: be calculated to - 


compromise “compensation as a 
whole, It may well be that some 
lawyers, German and. foreign, 
Jewish and non-Jewish, are mis- 
using their position of trust. by 
making excessively high charges 
which ultimately have to be met 
by the claimants. Since nearly 
two million claims have been 
submitted—not all.by Jews but by 
Volksdeutsche also—it would, be 
remarkable if there were not some 
instances of impropriety. But 
despite the fury of the attack, there 
is no evidence of any widespread 
abuse of the system by lawyers or 
claimants. Those who magnify 
isolated cases of turregularities are 
guilty of an attempt to undermine 
the programme as a whole. If the 
“charges ate solely in_ the 
‘interests of justice and professional 
ethics, there is machinery available 
through. the professional disesp- 
linary bodies in 
“which would be prepared to act 
 were.a prima facie case made out. 
A public campaign of this kind, 
based on slender evidence, must 
inevitably frustrate a humanitarian 
project, courageous: in. its. concep- 
tion and beneficent in its operation.

« CVECURE forrard, secure aft”

But outside in the open market 
some buyers are purchasing single 
cases of fruit or perhaps two or 
three by private treaty.

DISCUSSIONS on German resti- 


tution and compensation tend to 
take the larger issues for granted 
and instead to concentrate on a 
mass of technical details. It has 
become habitual to brush — the 
aside as 
experts and claimants only. But 
it should never be forgotten that 
the whole. concept. of making 
financial restitution and compensa- 
tion to Jewish sufferers is a great 
and novel one. Nazism, if the most 
virulent, was not the only enemy 
of Jewry. For centuries Jews have 
been pillaged, despoiled, and dis- 
possessed, but never before has an 
attempt been made on anything 
like the present scale to make some 
amends in practical terms. 

But its very scale has made the 


programme a target for criticism 
in. Germany.

been excised look balefully at the

victims of the Nazis. And there 
who, disclaiming any 
anti-Jewish bias, allege that these 
payments ‘are too heavy a drain on 
the German economy.

At this 
juncture it is perhaps pertinent to 


ask why, after all these years, the 


Polish authorities have seen fit to 
halt without notice their Yiddish 
broadcasts. It is no secret that 
Moscow has for long voiced its dis- 
pleasure at the programmes, not 
merely because they were picked 
up and eagerly listened to by large 
numbers of Russian Jews, but also 
because of thetr content. Courage- 
ously the Warsaw commentators 
often quoted from the works of 
Yiddish writers who perished at 
Stalin’s orders. And it will be 
remembered that it was Warsaw 
Radio that first gave publicity to 
Stalin’s evil action against these 
writers. Until now the Gomulka 
régime had resisted Soviet pressure 
to cease the Yiddish broadcasts and 


further isolate East European 
Jewry. But with Poland. increas- 


ingly dependent on Soviet good will 


and economic aid, it appears that 


Gomulka was forced to. submit.

ANY people have rather 
M curious notions as to what 

vilamins are. Some seem 
«0 imagine, indeed, that they are 
tiny living organisms, and expect 
to see them moving about under a 
microscope. Even more people 
suppose that they are miraculous 
substances which will make every- 
one who takes them healthier, 
livelier, and more energetic, 
Tet us see if we can understand 
what we can expect from — the 
vitamins, and What we cannot. We 
can do this best if we remember 
that our bodies need very many— 
probabls thousands—-of different 
chemical substances for their proper 
working. Some of these substances 
are, al! the time, being slowly 
hurned in order to give us. the 
eneray. for breathing, for the beat- 
ing of the heart, and for walking, 
ryoning. playing, ~and working. 
Some are needed. for replacing the 
worn-out pargs of the body and so 
keeping all our cells and tissues in 
-good repair. 

The Nutrients — 
Now all of these things we get 
from Out food, But we don't 
necessarily need to get from our 
food each one of the thousands of 
chemical substances which the 
body requires. We can produce 
most of them from a much smaller 
number of chemical substances out 
of our food. But it seems that 
some 30 or 40 of the needed sub- 
stances cannot be made from other 
things, but. must be taken as such 
in our food. These are called the 
nutrients 

Several these . essential 

nutrients are quite simple, For 
example, there are the mineral 
elements like iron, which we need 
for making good red blood, and 
calcium, for bones. and teeth. Some, 


howe. are. more complicated

To get some idea of how much 
we need, we can put it like this. 
An adult man can make an ounce

fifty more people. 


Chemical Composition. 


You may wonder why vitamins 
The answer 
is that in the days when they were 
being discovered, all that was 
known about them: was the effect 
We did not 


and so they. began to. be. called 
vitamin A, vitamin B, and so on. 


What we first thought was one. 


vitamin, vitamin B, turned out. in 
fact to be several vitamins, so that 
as they were recognised: they began 
to be called vitamin BI, vitamin B?, 
etc. Nowadays, as their chemistry 
becomes known, and as in. fact 


‘many can be made in a laboratory 


or even in a factory, we give them 


chemical names. For example, 


vitamin Cis. now. increasingly 
called ascorbic acid, and Vitamin B! 
increasingly called thiamine. 

So we need several vitamins out 
of our food, and if we do not have 
enough of any one. of them we 
shall get ill. Insufficient vitamin C 
will eventually lead to scurvy, 


-jnsufficient vitamin BI to beri-beri. 


But it is likely that if we have 
nearly enough, but not . quite 


enough, we. shall suffer from vague.

HE visit not so long ago of a 
British destroyer to Israel,

Paradoxically, the 
British blockade was responsible 
for the beginning of the Navy of 
Israel. In the latter days of the 


Mandate Hagana established. an_ 
“underground” sea-service for man- 


ning the crazy ships that were 
running the — British blockade. 
From that beginning in a_ hard 
school Israel has built up a naval 
and mercantile marine which 
counts in the Mediterranean and the 


A Cosmopolitan Navy | 


In the struggle of the War of 


Independence in 1948 the. Israclis 


armed some light. motor-boats and 


trawlers, and gathered sailors 
man them from the four corners 
of the earth. Many had been petty 


officers in the British Navy in the 
Second World War, when 2,000 
young Palestine Jews volunteered 
for that service. Others were from 
the American Navy; others ‘again

After the war Israel acquired 
from England her first frigates and 
her first naval guns, and started to 
build up a naval force and a 
merchant marine. Her principal 
naval station and commercial 
harbour are at Haifa, and she has 
smaller bases at Athlit, the historic 
Crusader port 12 miles south of 
Haifa, and at Acre, 12 miles north 
of Haifa. She has at Acre also a 
college for training officers of the 


Naval and Mercantile Marine. Two 


years ago she bought two British 
destroyers, which were refitted and 
brought in 1956. to~Haifa. She 
has a number of smaller vessels, but 
no submarines, 

Egypt at the same time was 
increasing her navy rapidly ; and in 
1955 received a menacing increment 
from the Soviet Union. Of her six 
destroyers two were powerful units 
of the Skory class, and she acquired 


. six Soviet submarines, besides six 
frigates and three corvettes and. 


many smaller craft. But the only 
naval engagement in the five days’ 
war with Israel, which opened tin 
October, 1956, was between one of 
the original Soviet destroyers, 
which shelled Haifa and Israeli 
vessels and aircraft. 
the surrender and capture intact of 
the destroyer, which now, renamed 
Haifa, is part of the Israeli Navy. 

The important. naval result of 
the campaign was secured without 
an engagement. 
occupied the island of Tiran at the 


south-eastern extremity of the Gulf_ 


of Aqaba, and two Israeli frigates 
sailing from Haifa and circumnavi- 


gating Africa made their’ way to 


Elath, Israel’s toe-hold and port at 


the northern end of the Gulf.

In the days of King Solomon and 
later kings of Judah, the port of 
Etzion Geber, near the present 
Elath, was the main outlet of the 
Jewish State to the sea. Today 
the port on the Gulf, which leads 
to the Red Sea and the Indian 
Ocean, is as vital to Israel as is 
Haifa, her port on the Mediter- 
ranean. During the last year she 
has developed maritime trade with 
East Africa through Elath. And 
she has laid an oil pipeline from 
Elath to Beersheba and the Mediter- 
ranean coast. 


Growing Merchant Marine 


Israel's merchant marine has been 
growing rapidly. When the State 
was proclaimed, its tonnage was 4 
few thousands; today it is over 
200,000, and by 1960 is expected to 
reach 500,000 tons. The: principa! 
additions in recent years have been 


large, modern passenger and freight 
‘ships which were built by Germany 
as part of the indemnities that the 


Federal Republic is paying to Israel. 
The indemnities include also a 
floating dock which is established 
by the “ancient river” Kishon 
that flows into Haifa Bay; and 


there are plans for a shipyard for 


building sea-going vessels. 
Mr. Ben-Gurion, the  Isracli 
Premier, is convinced that Israel has 


-a manifest destiny on the sea, and 
that the Israelis are the successors 


of the ancient Pheenicians. ‘Three- 


quarters of Israel’s passenger traffic 


and a third of her maritime com- 
merce are now carried in her own 
ships. Her Navy and her merchant 
marine are visible links with the 
ouler world...

It is to become the 
Haifa Maritime Museum. 


‘The new institution will be the old 


Haifa Municipal Museum 
expanded form. The old museum, run 
by an expert Rector, and supported 
largely by the municipality, with the 
help to a small extent of the Isracl 
| has grown so 
greatly that it has urgently demanded 


larger premises.. After much search- 
tng it has. been decided to take over 


this solid, earthy-grey coloured build- 
Ing in the eastern quarter of the 
town, at least as a first solution. Its 
local name nowadays is “The 
Kishle ” (Turkish for barracks ”). 


Chequered Existence 


The Kishle has had a chequered 
existence. It appears on some old 
maps of Haifa as the Haifa Fortress, 
but it is not known if it was so used. 

During the Turkish régime the 


- building was called “The Sarayeh.” 


This is Turkish for palace, but in 


| everyday usage meant Government 


offices, occupied by the Turks. One 


room of the basement was used as a 


prison. At some time during the 
Turkish régime more gendarmeric 


| were brought out in connection with 


duties concerning the Hedjaz rail- 
way and the Sarayeh acquired more 
of the appearance of a barracks, 
thenceforward becoming known as 
“The Kishle.” Throughout the whole 
of the Mandatory period the Kishle 
was a gaol. | | 

‘Tn all fairness to the British 1 must 
say that the premises were made as 
civilised as possible; in fact, the 
facilities were more civilised than the 


inmates, who consisted principally of 
Arab petty thieves and low-categoried 


prostitutes, Only on odd occasions 
were Jews locked up there. When 
the Mandate ended so did the history 
of this building as a prison. (At 
that time, in 1948, I myself was a 
member of a police committee which 
had been organised overnight by the 

i Levy, and the 
Aba Khoushi. Our 
terms of reference were to organise 
a police force in Haifa to replace we 
an 
one of our first duties was to find 
decent prison quarters for detainees 


other than in the Kishle.) 


Since the end of the Mandate and 


up to now, the building has been used 


as a home for lost and stray dogs. 
One of the first problems was to 


| find alternative accommodation for 


the dogs 


(despite the facetious sug- 


gestions. of the’ sausage-manufac- 


turers). Fortunately for the dogs and 
everyone else concerned, alternative 
accommodation was found and our 
canine friends will be transferred to 
some abandoned A.R.P. hutments in 
the Haifa. Bay. 

- But to come back to the museum. 
The municipality has acquired eight 
dunams of land surrounding the 
Kishle. The plans are to exploit all 
this area to house (1) the present 
Maritime Historical Museum ; (2) the 
Naval Museum; and (3) a museum 
to perpetuate the history of the 


“illegal” immigration. Apropos. this. 
last, much thought is being directed — 


to the possibility of transferring from 
the port- a 350-ton “illegal” immi- 
grant ship named Af Al Pi. Chen 


_(In- Spite of This) to the site of the 


museum, 


One of our first duties is to reno-. 


vate the present building and to 
ensure that we. conserve: its outline 
and main features, as well as its out- 


side colouring. We haye decided to 


organise an architects’ competition 
which. will be restricted to no more 
than half-a-dozen architects. 

A comprehensive plan has been 
worked out as to the manner in which 
the rooms will be allotted and ded:- 
cated. The periods will range from 
Biblical te modern. times and include 
shipbuilding, navigational imstru- 
ments and charts, cartography, old 
prints, Israelj naval] battles, “ illegal 


immigration, Jewish shipping before 


the Mandate, Jewish nautical schools,

Naturally all this requires con- 


siderable funds and energy, both of 


which will be forthcoming, the 
fortier by hook or by crook; the 
latter is ever-present!

A 
leader in the village can work wonders, 
At Hosein, for example, you virtually 
feel the peace and united effort, deriv- 
ing from a Tolstoyan character called 
Mark Krimchanski. He used to be a 
clerk in Shanghai, but a Russian boy- 
hood speaks in his dignified deep 
baritone. He cleared rocks with the 
tent-dwellers of Hosein, men from. 
death-camp and: refugee compound. 
After five -vears the. settlers. asked 
Munva to be their farm manager. 
Hosein now has a little orchard, vine- 
yard, and a tobacco nursery, where 
neighbours buy their seedlings. 


Moroccan Shepherds 


Moroccans account for half the 
community: they arrived when the 
anemones had already flowered over 
the. uprooted boulders, but they 
received 14 dunams (about 34 acres) 
like the old-timers. “There is still 
much rock ‘to be taken out of the 
next valley,” said Munya ‘in his office 
English.

The Atles peasant grinned : “ Good, 


good,” displaying. his Hebrew. He 
had no complaints about Galilee, -

Teicher, who drew his attention to 
the codex. In fact, this codex has 
been known for some considerable 
time; uw js referred to by D. S. 
Blondheim, “Les parlers Judéo- 
romans et la Vetus Latina,” Paris, 
1925, and it was known to and 
studied by Professor. Ernest H. 
Lévy. Dr. Fuks mentions Blond- 
heim and Lévy in his notes at the. 
end of his second volume. He 
does not seem to be interested in 
the fact that Professor Jean 
Fourguet,. of the Sorbonne, 
attempted partial reconstruction 
of the most important text, “ Ducus 
Horant,” a few years ago, though 
he quotes the work in which this 
reconstruction appeared.

1925, and it was known to and 
studied by Professor Ernest H. 
Lévy. Dr. Fuks mentions Blond- 
heim and Lévy in his notes at the 
end of his second volume. He 
does not seem to be interested in 
the fact that Professor Jean 
Fourguet, of the Sorbonne, 
attempted a partial reconstruction 
of the most important text, “ Ducus 
Horant,” a few years ago, though 
he quotes the work in which this 
reconstruction appeared.

Arthurian Legends

What 
Khruschev publicly admitted at the 
Twentieth Congress was in many 
respects, declares Professor Levy, 
“more akin to barbarism than 
to Socialism as many of us have 
it.”

What sort of 
people, he asks, do the Soviet 
Union think we are? 
"True, as might have been 
expected, Professor Levy tries to

“ The traditional Jewish woman has 
always been good-hearted, faithful, 
devoted to her home and family, and 
ready to share her last piece of bread 
with the hungry and needy,” Miss 
Ellen Vinograd, the Yiddish actress, 
said when she spoke last Sunday at 
a “ Living Newspaper.”

Owing 
to her Knowledge of several languages 
she was able to show this interest to 
women of . different nationalities.

Eternal Warning 


_..However, many readers of this book.

Dispute with Chassidim 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


‘The Vilna Gaon’s bitter dispute 
with the Chassidim was a sad ending 
to a great life, stated the Rev. Dr. 1. 
Levy, O.B.E., when he spoke on the 
Gaon’s life and achievements at the 
New West End Synagogue Comntunal 
Centre, St. Petersburgh Place, W.2, on 
Sunday. He was speaking in the 
series of lectures on great Jewish 
personalities. 

Dr. Levy, after desctibing the com- 
munal and religious institutions. of 
eighteenth-century Vilna, spoke of 
the Gaon’s childhood. The Gaon 
had been a child. prodigy. with .a 
phenomenal memory and he was said 
to have given a Talmudical discourse 
at the age of six and a half in the 
Great Synagogue. He never held any 
office during his life, shunning the 
limelight and devoting himself entirely 
to his studies. 

His bitter quarrel with the Chas-

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POLISH JEWS’ GRIEVANCES 


Ort Work Being Hampered | 


By a Correspondent 


The work of Ort in Poland is being 
seriously hampered by lack of accom- 
modation and the necessary voca- 
tional training of Jewish repatriates 
from. Soviet Russia cannot proceed at 
the required pace because the: authori- 
ties do not seem.to have done much 
to allocate the necessary housing 
facilities. 

At a meeting held in Warsaw, Mr. 
Meir Lewitt, the Secretary of the 
local: branch. of the Cultural and 
Social Association of. Polish Jews, 
and. Mr. Nahum. Sztern, a. co-opera- 
tive worker, complained that in spite 
of efforts to obtain. from the Warsaw 
municipality suitable premises for 
Ort, the position was still unsatisfac- 


tory. They refuted the municipality's 
reply that no accommodation was 


available by pointing out that in fact 
the best premises were being allo- 
cated to private firms. 

Owing to similar difficulties in the 
Polish provinces the activity of Ort, 


“repatriates from 


resumed some two months ago, has had 
to’ be limited to courses for adults, 
while only a few workshops have been 
established for practical vocational 
training because of the lack of accom- 
modation. 


The problem is bound to be aggra- 
vated by the expected arrival of more 
the Seviet Union. 
According to data prépared by the 
State Office of Repatnation, some 
7,500 Jews are to return to Poland 
this year and it is stated that they will 
be settled in places where it will be 
easier to find lodgings and employ- 
ment for them. 

Concern is also being expressed at 
the state of neglect of the Monument 
to the Warsaw Ghetto~ Fighters. 
The Warsaw Municipality has also 
failed to implement its decision to 
name a street after Jozef Lewartow- 
ski, a Warsaw Ghetto fighter, and 
at a recent meeting the municipality 
was called upon to honour its 
promise before the forthcoming 
anniversary of the Ghetto rising.
